When  an  author  came  into  the  office 
recently  for  a  glimpse  of  his  new  book, 
several  members  of  the  Press  staff  stood 
by  to  watch  his  first  seizures  of  pride  and 
delight.  He  picked  up  a  copy,  admired  the 
jacket,  then  began  to  turn  the  pages— 
grinning,  of  course. 

Our  designer  groaned.  “He  went  right 
past  the  title  page.  And  I  spent  days  on  it!” 

This  set  us  to  commenting  on  those  ele¬ 
ments  of  a  new  book  which  first  attract 
various  kinds  of  readers.  Finally  we  were 
predicting,  for  our  author,  the  parts  of  the 
book  to  which  his  friends  and  associates 
would  turn  first. 

HIS  OKFicE-.MATE;  The  bibliography,  to 
see  if  his  latest  paper  is  cited. 

HIS  MOTHER:  The  dedication— especially 
if  he  had  ever  promised,  “The  first  one 
will  be  for  you.  Mom.” 

HIS  w’lEE:  The  acknowledgments.  There 
had  better  be  a  line  that  says,  “And  to  my 
wife,  without  whom.  .  . 

HIS  DEPARTMENT  HEAD;  Also  the  ac¬ 
knowledgments.  “For  his  patient  counsel, 
and  for  adjusting  mv  teaching  load  so 
that  1 _ ” 

HIS  UNCLE  IN  MILWAUKEE  (who  is  a 
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printer):  The  last  paragraph  on  page  60. 
He  will  turn  to  it  unerringly,  since  it 
contains  the  only  typographical  error  in 
the  b(K)k. 

HIS  CAR-POOL  NEIGHBOR  (an  old-school 
book  collector):  As  he  flicks  at  the  letter¬ 
ing  on  the  spine  with  his  thumbnail,  “It 
doesn’t  look  like  genuine  gold  to  me."

If  vou  have  ever  written  a  book,  you 
may  have  experienced  a  shock  that  comes 
to  most  authors.  You  thought  you  had 
prepared  a  letter-perfect  manuscript.  You 
had  checked  everything  two  or  three 
times  and  had  dutifully  followed  the 
Manual  of  Style.  You  were  conscious, 
too,  of  the  fact  that  you  had  always  been 
considered  a  good  grammarian.  So  you 
turned  the  manuscript  over  to  your  pub¬ 
lisher,  he  turned  it  over  to  his  copy-edi¬ 
tor,  and  the  shock  soon  followed. 

The  copy-editor  was  a  slip  of  a  girl 
who  said  she  would  just  “look  it  over  be¬ 
fore  sending  it  to  the  printer.”  Three 
weeks  later  she  handed  you  a  sheaf  of 
queries  that  probably  filled  you  with 
chagrin.  You  had  cited  several  works  in 
the  footnotes  that  somehow  never  got 
into  the  bibliography.  You  had  said  that 
Buffon  died  in  1798,  and  of  course  you 
meant  1 788.  You  had  added  up  your  col¬ 
umns  of  figures  carefully,  and  still  some 
of  the  totals  were  wrong.  The  girl  had 
reorganized  your  closing  chapter,  subject 
to  your  approval,  and  had  done  a  good 
job  of  it. 

How  can  a  copy-editor  make  this  kind 
of  contribution  to  your  work?  She  is  not 
an  expert  in  your  field;  by  tomorrow  she 
will  be  working  on  a  manuscript  dealing 
with  a  completely  different  subject.  She 
does  not  claim  to  be  either  a  writer  or 
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a  scholar,  and  her  ability  to  find  flaws  in 
your  manuscript  does  not  lessen  her  ad¬ 
miration  for  your  work.  She  is,  however, 
a  professional  skeptic.  She  has  learned 
that  every  author  errs,  or  sometimes  does 
less  than  his  best,  during  the  tedious 
process  of  writing  a  long  manuscript.  She 
might  tell  you  why  in  these  words:  “You 
become  so  caught  up  in  your  research, 
and  then  in  the  business  of  putting  your 
ideas  across,  that  sometimes  the  odds  and 
ends  just  slip  past  you.” 

Her  role  is  far  less  trivial  than  she 
makes  it  sound. 


★  ★  ★ 

University  presses  do  not  receive  as 
many  unsolicited  manuscripts  as  they 
once  did,  because  scholars  have  learned 
the  advantage  of  sending  an  inquiry 
first.  An  impressive  amount  of  fruitless 
bundle-tying  and  stamp-licking  has  been 
eliminated  by  this  practice.  Usually  the 
scholar  does  a  good  job  of  describing  his 
manuscript  when  he  sends  such  an  in- 
quit)’:  he  includes  a  summar)’  or  outline, 
perhaps  a  copy  of  the  foreword,  and  a 
paragraph  or  two  of  comment  on  why  he 
wrote  the  manuscript. 

But  he  fails  to  prove  a  very  helpful 
piece  of  information  if  he  does  not  ex¬ 
plain  how  he  is  qualified  to  write  on  the 
subject.  In  attracting  the  attention  of  a 
publisher,  this  can  be  as  important  as  a 
description  of  the  manuscript. 

★  ★  ★ 

The  American  paperback  revolution 
has,  in  the  course  of  thirty  years,  re¬ 
quired  the  scholar  to  make  several  deci¬ 
sions.  At  first  he  had  only  to  decide 
whether  he  wished  to  buy  paperbacks  for 
his  own  use— and  risk  contaminating  his 
library.  Then,  when  a  wider  offering  of 
worthwhile  titles  began  to  appear,  he  de¬ 
cided  to  assign  them  for  classroom  use 
(and  thereby  changed  the  operation  of 
every  campus  bookstore  in  the  country). 

The  next  decision— one  which  some 
scholars  have  already  had  to  make— is 
going  to  be  the  hardest.  Although  the 
paperback  industiy’  is  still  founded  upon 


the  sale  of  the  reprint,  reproduced  from 
the  original  edition  without  the  necessity 
of  resetting  type,  many  bookmen  believe 
that  the  next  development  will  be  a 
wider  use  of  the  “original”  paperback. 
And  so  the  scholar  must  tussle  with  a 
question  that  involves  him  quite  person¬ 
ally:  Do  I  want  my  own  book  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  as  a  paperback?  Not  merely  in  a 
secondary  edition,  issued  after  the  cloth- 
bound  edition  has  run  its  course,  but 
solely  as  a  paperback? 

Five  years  ago  the  notion  would  have 
been  abhorrent  to  the  scholarly  writer, 
especially  the  writer  in  the  humanities 
who  had  always  loved  the  traditions  of 
fine  presswork,  sturdy  paper,  and  the  sub¬ 
stantial  feel  of  boards  and  buckram.  But 
today  a  few  authors  are  actually  asking 
university  presses  to  publish  their  works 
as  original  paperbacks.  No  one  believes 
that  the  original  paperback  will  ever  sup¬ 
plant  the  clothbound  book,  and  it  is  far 
from  certain  that  scholarly  works  can 
succeed  financially  in  this  format.  But  if 
this  kind  of  publication  is  ever  to  receive 
a  thorough  testing,  a  first  requirement  is 
the  author’s  acceptance.

SOME  THINGS  THAT  BOTHER  A  PUBLISHER: 

The  growing  proportion  of  books  made 
up  of  collected  articles,  written  by  differ¬ 
ent  authors— usually  as  the  result  of  a 
symposium.  .  .  .  Mimeographed  manu¬ 
scripts  (he  assumes,  when  he  receives  one, 
that  every  other  publisher  in  the  coun¬ 
try  got  a  copy  the  same  day),  .  .  .  The 
length  of  time  required  for  the  mechani¬ 
cal  phases  of  book  production— most  of  it 
incompressible.  .  .  .  The  heavy  task  of 
writing  rejection  letters,  and  the  tired  old 
palliative  phrases  he  keeps  using. . . .  The 
tendency  of  the  book-reading  public  to 
think  that  “slick  paper”  is  always  better, 
and  costlier,  than  the  traditional  antique 
finish. . . .  Reviews  which  appear  in  jour¬ 
nals  two,  three,  or  four  years  after  pub¬ 
lication— sometimes  even  after  a  book  has 
gone  out  of  print.  .  . .  The  ideas  that  are 
lost  to  society  because  they  are  entombed 
in  mediocre  manuscripts  which  can  never 
be  published.

In  the  August-October  issue  of  Schol¬ 
arly  Books  in  Ameria,  in  the  article, 
“Should  Dissertations  Be  Published?” 
there  appeared  the  following  statement: 
“Many  universities  or  their  departments 
now  have  contractual  arrangements  with 
University  Microfilms,  Inc.,  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan.  This  institution  makes  two 
microfilm  copies  of  each  dissertation  sub¬ 
mitted;  one  is  sent  to  the  Library  of 
Congress,  and  the  other  goes  into  the  files 
of  University  Microfilms  to  fill  orders 
for  xerox  copies. . . .  The  microfilms,  and 
therefore  the  xerox  copies,  are  protected 
by  copyright,  and  they  constitute  publi¬ 
cation.  .  .  .  Let  us  assume  that  a  disserta¬ 
tion  .  .  .  has  been  microfilmed  under  the 
arrangements  discussed  above.  To  publish 
that  same  dissertation  in  book  form  .  .  . 
is  not  only  unethical  but  also  illegal.” 

Eugene  B.  Power,  President  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Microfilms,  Inc.,  has  written  us  to 
point  out  that  microfilm  publication  with 
his  firm  does  not  offer  the  bar  to  subse¬ 
quent  publication  implied  by  our  article. 
We  quote  from  his  letter: 

“i.  Microfilm  copies  of  dissertations 
which  are  submitted  to  us  are  not 
copyrighted  by  University  Micro¬ 
films  in  our  name.  If  they  are  copy¬ 
righted  at  all,  it  is  always  in  the  au¬ 
thor’s  name  and  at  his  request. 

“2.  Not  more  than  20  per  cent  at  the 
most  of  the  8,000  dissertations  which 
we  microfilm  and  publish  each  year 
are  copyrighted. 


“3.  All  copyrighted  dissertations 
carry  a  suitable  notice  on  the  film 
and  the  Xerox  copy.  All  requests  to 
quote  from  such  copyrighted  theses 
must  be  directed  to  the  author  since 
he  owns  the  copyright. 

“4.  We  make  no  restrictions  on  the 
author’s  subsequent  use  of  his  dis¬ 
sertation  material  in  any  way  other 
than  publication  by  microfilm  or  by 
Xerox,  which  methods  allow  for  the 
production  of  copies  one  at  a  time 
upon  demand. 

“The  publishing  service  which  we  have 
established  for  dissertations  offers  a  very 
real  service  to  scholars  and  research 
people  all  over  the  world.  The  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  Xerox  method  of  pro¬ 
ducing  books  means  that  those  who 
from  personal  inclination  or  lack  of 
facilities  find  microfilm  unusable  can 
now  have  the  dissertation  in  book  form 
at  a  modest  cost.  This  service  is  now 
used  by  approximately  1 10  institutions, 
and  includes  approximately  80  per  cent 
of  the  dissertations  written  each  year 
in  the  United  States.” 

Scholarly  Books  in  America  sincerely 
regrets  the  inadvertent  error  which  pro¬ 
duced  a  wrong  impression  of  what  is  in¬ 
volved  in  publication  with  University 
Microfilms,  Inc.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
that  if  an  author  of  a  dissertation  to  be 
published  by  University  Microfilms,  Inc., 
does  not  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  of 
copyrighting  it  in  his  own  name,  the 
work  as  it  stands  will  become  part  of  the 
public  domain.  On  the  other  hand,  any 
subsequent  publication,  in  shortened  or 
otherwise  amended  form,  may  be  copy¬ 
righted  in  its  new  form.
